AWARD 

The Government of India, Ministry of Labour, by its 
Order No. L-U012/144/75/DII/A dated 11th November, 
1975, referred an industrial dispute existing between the 
employers in relation to the Allahabad Bank and their work- 
men, to this tribunal, for adjudication. The reference reads: 

‘Is the demand of the Allahabad Bank Cash Staff Ass- 
ociation that Sri Kailash Nath Seth, Cash Clerk, 
Burrabazar Branch of the said Bank should be 
posted as Head Cashier in the l.ake Garden Branch 
of the said Bank and paid allowances as Head 
Cashier, Category C, with effect from the 21st Oc- 
tober, 1973 is justified ? If not, to what relief is 
the said workman entitled?” 

2. In this reference we are concerned with the post of two 
Cash clerks, one Sri Kailash Nath Seth and the other Sri 
Sushi! Kr. Mehrotra, the former working at Burrabazar 
Branch and the latter in B. K. Paul Avenue Branch of the 
Allahabad Bank. Under the terms of a circular dated 22nd 
September, 1973 it is provided that all existing 'b' class 
branches plus other branches, which may fall under category 
‘B’ status at present or in future us also the branches on the 
basis of Rs. JO lacs deposits or above but below Ra. 1 crore 
throughout the year 1972 shall replace the existing Head 
Cashier Category A’ by Head Cashier Category ‘C’. The inst- 
ructions contained in this encnlnr was directed to be imple- 
mented as soon as possible on the basis of an understand- 
ing between the concerned union and the bank. Accord- 
ingly, the bank in their circular dated 21st March, 1975 
which is marked Ext. M-7 Head Cashiersi/Cashiers-in-charge 
at branches in Metropolitan Centres of Bombay, Calcutta, 
Delhi and Madras — existing as well as new branches to be 
opened in future-— with deposit figures below Rs. JO lacs 
also be paid Head Cashier Category 'C allowance, adopted 
the scheme as their future policy for promotion and postings. 

It is admitted that both these workmen were entitled to be 
posted as Head Cashiers Category C as and when vacancies 
arose in the Calcutta branches of the Allahabad Bank. The 
vacancy had arisen one at Lake Gardens in Calcutta and the 
other at North Bai "nckpore in District 24-Paraganas which 
is outside Calcutta. It is apparent from the records main- 
tained in the case that the sanction had been given for the 
up-grading of the post at Lake Garden r~fih effect from 

21- 10-1973 and that of N rth-Barrackport Tom 1-1-1974 
But the management thought it fit to take action to imple- 
ment the transfer of personnel to those vacancies after 21st 
March, 1975. According to the Lake Garden vacancy was 
sought to be given to one Sri Lalji Malviya who was then work- 
ing in Assansol as an Assistant Cashier He was offered the vac- 
ancy on 5-4-74 but he refused it on 7-4-75. Thereupon on 

22- 5-75 the offer was given to one Sd Panna T al Kapoor, 
Cash Clerk, Calcutta Branch who also declined the offei on 
1R-6-75. Then the offer was made to Sri Rnjendra Narain 
Mehrotra on 19-6-75. He also declined to proceed to T.ake 
Garden and take up the post on 8-7-1975. So. the post 
of the Head Cashier Category ' was vacant at Lake Garden 
on 8-7-75. In the meanwhile the management thought it 
fit to fill up the vacancy at North Barracknore and they 
offered that vacancy to one Sri Ram Narain Kacker, but he 
declined the offer on 28-6-75. Tt was in ihesc circumstances 
that the management offered the North Barrnckpore vac- 
ancy to Sri Kailash Nath Seth on 9-7-75 under Ext. M-3 
order. Rut, he did not accept the offer and wrote back to 
l he management that his promotion and posting to North 
Barracknore was contrary to the rules and procedure. The 
reply letter. Ext. W-l is dated 15th Tilly. He wanted in that 
letter that he should be posted at Lake Garden branch. 
However, on 11-7-75 the management made the offer of T.ake 
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Garden to Sri Sushil Kr. Mehrotra under the order Ext. 
M-5 dated 11th July, 1975. He accepted the offer and 
joined the post of Head Cashier Category C at Lake Garden 
almost on the same day. The question is whether the 
management is correct in posting Sri Sushil Kr. Mehrotra 
to Lake Garden and making the offer of North Burrackpore 
vacancy to Sn Kailash Nath Seth. 

3. The Rules of promotion are set out in Ext. M-6. 
Patagraph 3(b) of Ext, M-6 provides that promotions to the 
post of Head Cashiers /Cashicrs-tn-Charge, category “C” shall 
be made on the basis of Arcuwise seniority amongst Head 
Cashiers /Cashiers-in-Charge drawing category “A” allowance 
seniority being reckoned from the date of their assuming 
charge as Head Cashier /Cashier-iu-Charge attracting cate- 
gory "A“ allowance permanently. It is not disputed that 
Lalji Malvia, Panna Lai Kapoor and Rnjendra Narain 
Mehrotra to whom the Lake Garden vacancy was offered 
had been chosen in accordance with the order of seniority. 
But as between Kailash Nath Seth and Suhil Kr. Mehrotra, 
the senior was Kailash Nath Seth as per the seniority list 
maintained by the management ancl produced in this case, 
marked Ext. M-l. So, Kailash Nath Seth had the right to 
claim the first vacancy which arose in Lake Gardens. It is 
clear from (he records placed before the Tribunal that the 
post at Lake Gardens was sanctioned with effect from 
21-10-1973 while the post at North Bairackpore was sanc- 
tioned only with effect from 1*1-1974. On that basis the 
vacancy at Lake Garden should have been offered first to 
Kailash Nath Seth, but, on the contrary, the management 
instead of offering the vacancy to him preferred Sri Sushil 
Kr Mehrotra to be posted to Lake Garden on the basis 
of the order evidenced by Ext. M-5 which was sent to him 
on 11th July, 1975. 

4. The argument of the learned Counsel of the management 
is that the vacancy at North Barrackporc was ensured to the 
benefit of Kailash Nath Seth on 28-6-75 when it was declined 
by Sbri Ram Navayan Kacker and us such he should have 
accepted that vacancy. The transfer or promotion to the higher 
post was effected in (he Bank by an offer and acceptance 
principle. In this case the offer of North Barrnckpore 
vacancy was made to Kailash Nath Seth on 9th Tilly, 1975 
though it had fallen vacant on 28-6-75. Tn this regard the 
management’s document Ext. M-2 and M-2(a) is to be seen. 
Ext. M-2 was seen to have been sent by the Regional Office 
to Bunabnzar Office when Kailash Nath Seth was working 
enclosing with it Ext. M-2 (a) which is the basis of offer of 
North Barrackpore Branch Cashier-in-charge Category C post 
to Kailash Nath Seth But, there is no evidence that the 
contents of either Ext M-2 or Ext-2(a) were brought to the 
notice of Kailash Nath Seth until Ext. M-3 order of mo- 
motion was sent to him on 9-7-75. So. it is to be said that 
the first offer made to Kailash Nath Seth was on 9-7-75 
though the vacancy in I ake Garden had arisen on the pre- 
vious day. As between Kailash Nath Seth and Sushil Kr. 
Mehrotra, it is admitted that Kailash Nath Seth was senior. 
Hence evidently when the post at Take Garden hud fallen 
vacant on 8-7-75 the management should have intimated Sri 
Seth whether he would accent that vacancy, but, instead they 
sent Ext M-3 order suggesting or offering the post of North 
Barrackpore on 9-7-75 and at the same time on 11-7-75 offer 
of Lake Garden vacancy was made to Sushil Kr. Mehrotra 
There is. therefore, diseriminali n between these two workers 
in regard to the offer of the vacancy. The acceptance could 
only be completed after the offer was made and received by 
the incumbent There was no occasion for exercising the 
right of acceptance of an offer until the offer was actually 
communicated to the incumbent. Ext. M-3 offer to Kailash 
Nath Seth on 9-7-75 was also not accepted bv him as, accord- 
ing to him he should have bee n offered the Lake Garden 
vacancy as the Senior Cash c.crk. TTic management had no 
reasonable ground to support the offer of North Barrackpore 
vacancy to Kailash Nath Seth, when there was already T ake 
Garden vacancy in existence. Tt is admitted that Ihe post of 
T.ake Garden was sanctioned as early as on 21-10-1973. There 
was evidently some discrimination between the two workmen 
and as such ihe transfer of Sri Mehrotra to T ake Garden 
cannot be supported. 

5. Tn view of the fact that Sri Mehrotra had already been 
posted to Lake Garden T do not think it is just and proper 
at this stage to set a side the transfer of Sri Mehrotra to T ake 
Garden. Tt Is sufficient that the management is directed to 
five a posting to Sri Kailash Nath Seth anvwhere in Calcutta 
in one of the existing vacancies of Head Cashier Category C 
but at the same time the management has to pay the schedule 
rate of allowance to Sri Kailash Nath Se'h with effect from 
21st October, 1973, 
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6 . In the result, an award is passed in favour of Sri Kailash 
Nath Seth directing the management of Allahabad Bank to 
post him anywhere in Calcutta in the existing vacancies of 
Head Cashier Category ‘C* with immediate effect and he must 
also be paid the schedule allowance with effect from 21st 
October, 1973 upto the date of his posting,

5. Where the existing rates of wages based on contact or 
agreement are higher than the rates, fixed by this notification, 
the higher rates shall be treated as minimum rates of wages 
for the purpose of this notification.
